Britain Experiments

The Royal Assent on the eve 
of adjournment gives statutory 
effect to the great reform of the 
penal code which has been in 
contemplation since Mr. Clynes 
appointed the Departmental Com- 
mittee on Persistent Offenders 
in 1931, It seemed sure of early 
achievement when Lord Temple- 
wood introduced his memorable 
Bill nearly ten years ago, but 
the world's convulsion destroyed 
that measure when it was in 
sight of enactment, and jt has 
been left to a third Home Secre- 
tary to reintroduce it to Parlia- 
ment, recast and improved by the 
experience and thought of the 
intervening years, 

Mr. Chuter Ede is entitled to 
receive, both on the merits of his 
own contribution and as repre- 
sentative of the devoted reform- 
ers who have laboured on the 
subject over so many years, the 
congratulations of all who be- 
lieve that new hope now opens 
for the solution of one of the 
most obstinate of social prob- 
lems. 

No Act can better claim to be 
supported by the consensus of 
the parties, of the experts in the 
subject, and of public opinion 
Over @ substantial period of 
time. 

Outside the main structure of 
the Act, one clause brings to an 
end a long complex and roman 
tic chapter of English history by 
abolishing, at their own desire 
the privilege of the peers to be 
tried for thelr felonies by their 
own order in Parliament or the 
Court of the Lord High Steward 

The Lords also wished to give 
the Court of Criminal Appeal 
power, in suitable cases which 
were expected to be rare to order 
a new trial. The House of Com- 
mons rejected this clause, hold- 


ing &% repuguant to English law 


to put a man twice in jeopardy 
on the same charge, 

On its main subject of the 
treatment of the criminal the Act 
lays down a large and flexible 
plan of reformation, deterrency, 
and prevention, All three ele- 
ments have their legitimate place 
in the code, and two or all may 
often have to be combined in a 
single sentence of the court; but 
this is the order of preference.

For the young offender, and 
for the first offender, all pos- 
sible emphasis is laid upon the 
principle of reformation, The 
prime object ig to ensure that 
the backslider who has not yet 
had experience of prison shall 
not be exposed to its contamin- 
ating influence, which is in the 
nature of the institution and 
which no reform can wholly 
eradicate, until every alternative 
that offers hope of success has 
been tried,

as the Commons did to the Lords 
on the question of the death 
penalty. 

As to length of sentence, the 
punishment will be measured in 
the main to fit the crime, When 
it has been passed the convict 
will be ‘handed over to the prison 
authorities, to whom the act does 
everything possible to give a free 
hand, All the antiquated formu- 
lary of penal servitude, hafd 
labor, divisions and the like is 
swept away. The prison commis- 
sloners may set on one side all 
deterrent considerations as suf- 
ficiently allowed for in determin- 
ing the duration of imprisonment 
and concentrate upon making the 
best they can of each convict 
during the time he has in their 
charge. 

This, the reformative part of 
punishment is intended to fit not 
the crime but the criminal, The 
fact that deterrency is not an ob- 
ject in determining the discipline 
does not by any means imply that 
prison is to be made a more com- 
fortable place than heretofore. 

The prevalent opinion among 
penal reformers is that there are 
few moral influences to compare 
with hard work; and the new 
prisons are likely to be homes of 
the strenuous life. 

What it is hoped to do away 
with is the long hours of soli- 
tude and boredom, the concen- 
tration upon obviously useless 
labor and the confinement for 
confinement’s sake, which have 
been such degrading features in 
the prisons of the past 

The ideal is a hard and active 
life, work at tasks which are 
themselves a preparation for earn- 
ing an honest livelihood after re- 
lease and as much freedom as 
each man shows he can be trust- 
ed not to abuse. 

If the prisons can develop oa

times, The newspaper reader 
looks in, his sympathy and his 
senses of decency are momen- 
tarily stirred. Then the door 


slams shut to be opened again 
on this awful schedule, one year 
hence, 

We are told each year at this 
time—and truthfully told—that 
children will die of tuberculosos 
or remain crippled unless the 
uncertain lap of charity is big 
enough to hold them, that boys 
will be steered away from a life 
of crime only it an appeal for 
money is successful, that 27 
separate agencies depend on the 
unpredictable public pocket-book, 

This year, as each year in my 
memory, there is a sense of 
urgency and fear that a target 
will not be reached-—and if it is 
not reached the debt is human 
pain and misery beyond the 
scope of any adding machine

affair, I've been assigned 
after year to write the story of 
agencies where underpriveleged 
are helped, not to the full as a 
public responsibility, but within 
the narrower scope dictated by 
the quality of mercy. 

The honest fact is that mercy 
is not enough, It is not nearly 
enough, Of the agencies rep- 
resented in this present appeal 
there is not one single group 
that gets enough money to do 
its job as it should be done, They 
all operate on shoe-strings, forced 
into penny-pinching and com- 
promises and no one knows this 
more bitterly than the people 
who have charge of the work 

The objective is a drop in the 
bucket in making any real, 
honest-to-God attacks on the prob- 
lems of poverty, It means that 
most of these agencies are not 
able to attack a problem to beat 
it, but simply to keep it down as 
best they can for yet another 


annual 
year 
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year—unti] the next appeal to 
charity. 

To this reporter—and I believe 
to many thousands of average 
people who think of this at alle 
it is a tragedy that these agen- 
cies exist shabbily on charity 
and not bountifully as responsibi- 
lities of the state, 

It is surely one of the weak- 
nesses of our system that we ace 
cept thd need for building roads 
or laying sewers as part of the 
normal responsibilities of govern- 
ment, financed by a regular and 
predictable income, yet must ap- 
peal with salesmanship and @ 
prayer to the public to save the 
life of a diseased child, or provide 
a bed for a homeless old*man. 

The terrible uncertainty of this 
is seen in the fact that in the 
last two years there have been 
deficits, The brochure I have be. 
fore me calls it frankly “a critie 
ca) situation” and it's shocking 
that we let the uncertain whim 
of “charity” toss the dice. Surely 
the deeply human and urgent 
work of these agencies should 
have a sounder basis for their 
future, 


There Is 
No Choice 


Many of us are thinking this 
way now as the Chest Campaign 
again gets under way, Many of 
us are hoping that the future will 
be different, that the sordid fate 
of the people who live in poverty 
may be exposed to vs day after 
day through the years until some- 
thing honestly courageous and 
humanitarian is done , and not 
merely portrayed briefly to touch 
a public's sympathy. 

That is the long-range view and 
the one to remember and to work 
and fight for, At the moment we 
haven't a choice, The campaign 
now under way is very real and 
earnest, summed up in one 
frightening sentence: “Red 
Feather Services have had to be 
reduced in spite of increasing 
needs,” 

Behind that sentence is a moun- 
tain of misery no “sob story” can 
assess, It is an admission that 
charity and mercy are not good 
enough, Yet there is no other sub- 
stitute 

I believe that the only final 
answer lies in the government 
taking the burden and making 
this a responsibility of everyone 
according to his ability to pay, 
I believe the work of these agen- 
cies deserves something far more 
than consclence-money or sweet 
charity, 

That should surely be the goal 
for the future, The immediate 
goal is desperately urgent, per- 
haps never so urgent in the city’s 
history, Each of us must give 
voluntarily more than we might 
normally give, knowing that this 
is only a compromise attack for 
another year, but that “if enough 
is not given the future for many 
thousands of our fellow citizens 
will indeed be dark.”

TORONTO, Oct. 4—An_ aircraft 
crash that killed four people and 
the discovery of three bodies in a| 
rattletrap car last night boosted | 
eastern Canada’s total of violent 
week-end deaths to 23. 

There were three drownings and | 
five deaths from automobile accl-| 
| dents included in the total, a Ca- 
nadian Press compilation showed. 

The week-end also saw two 
hunting fatalities—one of them the 
shooting of Kenneth Derring, 45, | 
a prominent American sportsman, | 
Derring’s death, near Truro, NS, | 
was the first death in Nova Scotia's | 
1948 hunting season, 

Benjamin Weir of Schuylerville, 
N.Y., was charged with man-, 
slaughter after the shooting of Der- | 
ring, despite a coroner's jury ver- 
dict of accidental death, 

The opening of the eastern On- 
tario duck hunting season resulted | 
in the death of 17-year-old David 
Hutchison of Prescott, Ont., killed 
by a shotgun blast when he drop-

Children’s Questions 
Show Need for Attention 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 

Between the ages of 3 and 5 the child is a perpetual 
question asker. His why and why not are almost automatic 
reactions to any declarative statement. Sometimes, the ques- 
tions merit an honest and informative answer. Sometimes, 
they may be ignored. 

But neither answered nor ignored should be the constant 
questioning of the child who follows his mother from room 
to room and cannot bear to be separated from her. Ques- 
tions are the easy way for the child to nail her attention. 
When the mother tries to brush them off, her conscience 
tells her that she is wrong. Doesn’t everyone say that a 
child’s questions should be answered? 


But in this case it is obvious that 
the child does mot want informa- 
tion, he wants companionship, Is 
he alone too muth with her and 
lacks the ability to get along with 
children of his own age? Are there | 
other children in the family who 
stand in higher favor so that when 
they are absent this one has to re- 
double his efforts to get parental 
notice? 

Does the child feel insecure? 
Maybe parental quarrelling fills 
him with anxiety. So he clings to 
his mother, using every excuse to 
get her undivided attention, for 
only when she is close to him does 
he feel any assuagement of his 
anxiety. 

The alert parent may be sus- 
picious of the child’s need for 
mitigation of his anxiety, when his 
questions are persistent, but vague, 
unanswerable and sometimes silly. | ,
